Madison Square Garden, New York, 
fuly 3—Even by surpassing the party 
record for continuous balloting the 
democratic national convention has 
failed to nominate a candidate for the 
presidency. 

At the close of the sixty-first ballot 
the convention adjourned after mid- 
night until 1 p. m., July 4, with the 
deadlock tighter than ever, and the 
stip of both principal contenders un- 
shaken. 

The McAdoo management placed the 
blame on the favorite sons, who, they 
said, by remaining in the balloting 
when they should have withdrawn, 
had prevented the real strength of 
both @pvernor Smith and Mr. McAdoo 
from being shown, 

Plodding eteadily through a day 
and night session the convention had 
rolled off a total of sixty-one ballots, 
two more than the previous high ree- 
ord of the party made in 1860 when 
Stephen A. Douglas was nominated 
fer the presidency after taking fifty- 
nine. ; 

May Amend Rules. 

At the adjournment, after a see- 
sawing process that had swung a 
bandful of etates back and forth 
among the leaders, the situation is al- 
most precisely where it had been 
twenty-four hours before. McAdoo 
remained in the lead, with Smith 
Lolding second place and all the oth- 
ers trailing far behind. 

So serious was the tangle, and so 
determined the plan of campaign that 
was being laid dewn by the strong- 
est of the contending elements of 
the convention, that the party chiefs 
consulted over possible methods of 
amending the convention rules to 
permit of a choice. 

One plan proposed was that both 
McAdoo and Sinith be called upon 
to withdraw, permitting their strength 
to go to some compromise candidate, 
This proposal was pronounced “ab- 
surd” by David L.. Rockwell, man-

Cleveland, Ohio, July 3.—(By the 
Associated Press.j— Senator Hobert 
M. La Follette, ot Wisconsin,. today 
was asked formally to permit the use 
of his name as a presidential candi- 
date by the natiouz] committee of the 
conference for progressive politica! 
»ction, which opens itg convention 
here tomorrow. A sub-committee 
drew up a message to the senator, 
which was submitted to the full com- 
mittee for approval. and then dis- 
patched to Washington. 

A favorable reply is confidently 

expected by the leaders of the Cleve- 
land gathering. They said it prob 
ably would be brought by messenger 
from the national capital or en- 
trusted to the hands of some delegate 
to the convention, so that it might 
he given-to the convention late 
Fridav. 
A big influx cf delegates arrived 
teday. Among these was William 
(rreen, secretary of the United Mina 
Workers of America. While ac- 
credited as a «aelegate and entitled 
te a seat in the convention, he was 
kiven no power to bind his organiza- 
tion, his iustructiens being to report 
back on the results achieved. 

Many socialists, who will take part 
in the national convention of 
party opening July 6, were also here 
in the role of observers, although 
their organization is represented as 
an official unit of the conference. 
Morris Hilquit, 4 member of the na- 
tional] committee of the socialists, is 
aiso a member cf the national com- 
mittee of the progressive conference 


He said that if the conference shows | 


signs of being a permanent political 
organizatoin “ahd not simply a one- 
campaign affair, we will not quarrel 
dbout whether it is called a party.” 

Regardless of this detail, however, 
the launching of the La_ Follette 
candidacy is the firm determination 
of every delegate to the conference 
who has thus far announced himself 
They assert unanimously that the old 
parties have failed

SENATE ADJOURNS 
OVER WEEK-END 
AFTER LIGHT WEEK 


The Georgéa senate, after a week of 
exceptionally light work, adjourned 
Thursday morning for a recess over 
the Fourth of July and the week-end, 
to convene again at 11 o’clock Monday 
morning. During Thursday’s session, 
which lasted slightly -ver one hour, 
the only important legislation dis- 
posed of was the adoption by eubsti- 
tute of a house resolution providing 
ter rejection of the amendment to the 
United States constitution which 
would give congress the power to reg- 
ulate and prohibit employment of all 
rersons under 18 years of age. he 
vote on the resolution was 34 to 0. 

The proposal to repeal the tax 
equalization law, consideration of 
which has been postponed several 
times by the senate, was again de- 
ferred until next Thursday on motion 
by Senator Pace, one of its co-authors. 
President Carswell took the occasion 
to express the hopes that action will 
he had in the senate when the measure 
is again brought up, stating that it 
was not the senate’s disposition to 
“dodge the issue.” 

Opposes Amendment. 

The substitute adopted to rejecr 
the child labor amendment was in- 
troduced by Senator King, of the 
eleventh district, and was substan- 
tially the same as. the resolution 
passed Wednesday by the house ex- 
cept that it went further and stated 
reasons why the national amendment 
was not favored. One of these rea- 
scons, it was pointed out, was 
because the amendment “would 
destroy parental direction and 
impair local self-government.” In a 
brief talk by Senator King the amend- 
ment was characterized as “a clear 
invasion of state rights.” 

The two new bills introduced in the 
upper house Thursday included a 
rmeasure by Senator Phillips, of the 
eighteenth district, providing for 
amendment to the general tax act of 
1923. It was referred to the ways 
and means committee. 

The other new bill was by Senator 
King. of the eleventh district, and 
Senator Boyd. of the nineteenth dis- 
trict, to regulate the business of fire 
and casualty insurance in Georgia. It 
was referred to the insurance com- 
mittee.

ASKS RATE CHANGE

| the Atlanta minimum. This pro 
posed voluntary reduction will affect 
users of retail power and cooking 
service in 29 municipalities in ad- 
dition to Atlanta, Kirkwood and sub- 
urbs. 

At the same time the company 
filed with the public service com- 
mission another petition for author- 
ity to revise its hydro-electric rate 
schedules so that no user of water 
power will pay less than 1 cent per 
kilowatt hour. 

According to the petition some cus- 
tomers operating long hours and con- 
suming a large amount of power now 
get a rate as low as 5.4 mills per 
kilowatt hour, which is much lower 
than the cost of producing and de- 
livering electric current. This, it was 
pointed out in the petition, is so low 
that it works an injustice to the 
great majority of the customers. 

It was stated that only a very few 
hydro customers, approximately 25, 
use enough power to secure a rate 
lower than one cent per kilowatt hour 
and that practically all of these cus- 
tomers have agreed to the proposed 
schedule which provides that no hydro- 
electric power be: sold at less than 
one cent per kilowatt hour. 


Purchased Power. 


The company states that the few 
customers who receive a rate of 5.4 
mills not only receive service at less 
than cost of supplying, but draw very 
largely on the water stored in reser- 
voirs and are largely responsible for 
the necessity of purchasing a harge 
amount of electric currant by the com- 
pany, beyond its capacity to generate 
at its own stations. The cost of such 
purchased power during the year 
1923, the petition states, totaled 
725,085.90. 

During the year 1923, according to 
the petition, the company purchased 
all of the additional power that they 
could obtain from other companies 
and, in addition, procured a large 
number of its own factory customers 
to operate their own steam plants— 
the company paying the cost of such 
operation. Such cost, it was pvinted 
out, was greater than the amounts re- 
ceived for these particular factory 
customérs. The cost of the power 
bought was more than one cent per 
kilowatt hour. Thus, the company, 
during 1923, according to the peti- 
tion, bought a large amount of pwer, 
and in turn sold it to its customers 
at less than the actual purchase price 
from other companies, in addition to 
bearing the losses and cost of trans- 
mission and doing business, and the 
loss of all interest or other returns on 
the investment in the facilities pro- 
vided by it. 

Claim of Company. 

“The difficulty with the rate 
schedule prescribed for petitioner 
herein before referred to, is that as 
to a very few customers using large 
quantities of current over long pe- 
riods, the rate becomes less than the 
actual cost of supplying the service. 
and in addition, exhausts the stored 
water of petitioner and makes neces- 
sary the extraordinary expense of pur- 
chasing large quantities of steam- 
generated power,” says the petition. 

“While a descending scale of rates 
may be justifiable for large customers 
with large load factors, there is a 
limit below which the rate ought not 
to be reduced. These large custom- 
ers ought, under all circumstances, to 
pay the cost of the service and in ad- 
dition a fair contribution toward the 
reasonable return on the investment. 
They are not doing this under said 
rate as fixed by the commission, and 
to this extent they are being supplied 
to the detriment of the large majority 
of customers of the company. 


“The limit to the net rate herein 
before requested is itself a very low 
rate for the supply of power: is lower 
than such power can be obtained in 
nearly all other locations, and only a 
little, if any, more than the actual 
cost of supplying this current. The 
limitation to the average rate re- 
quested will apply to a verv smal] 
number of customers and will, to a 
large extent, remove the discrimina- 
tion and detriment now being suf- 
fered on this account by the large 
number of small customers. 

“Petitioner has submitted this peti- 
tion to each one of its hydro-electric 
customers who will be affected bv the 
requested change in rates and the 
same has been assented to by an over- 
whelming majority of such custom- 
ers.

A NEW CONSTITUTION. 

The proposal, made in a bill in- 
troduced in the Georgia house of 
representatives on Thursday by 
Representative W. R. Jones, of Mer- 


convention to write a new constitu- 
tion for the state of Georgia, is one 
which calls for earnest considera- 
tion and fullest investigation. 


That there is need of a new con- 
stitution for the state appears self- 
evident by the large number of bills 
introduced in the legislature each 
year calling for constitutional 
amendments. There would not be 
the constant demand for changes in 
that document which these bills evi- 
dence, were there not widespread 
dissatisfaction with the document 
as it now Stands. 3 

As Representative Jones, who is 
chairman of the house committee on 
constitutional amendments, stated 
in an interview Thursday, ‘‘we had 
a strong constitution, but it has 
been amended and patched to where 
its founders would not recognize 
-? 

It is, in fact, today a sort of 
patchwork quilt, instead of the 
smoothly woven covering which 
should cover the state and its peo- 
ple. Strong thinkers and leaders in 
all parts of the state have felt the 
need of a new constitution for many 
years, but they have ieared the in- 
volving of the proposition in parti- 
san politics. Today, however, to 
again quote Representative Jones, 
there is little fear of such a develop- 
ment, and therefore the people 


could elect “our brainiest men to 


settle the question of ‘What’s the | 


matter with Georgia?’ ”’ 

There are now pending before 
the legislature’ proposed amend- 
ments to the state constitution in- 
cluding the biennial sessions bill; 
the four-year term for governor and 
other officials bill; the bill to change 
the time of meeting for the legisla- 
ture; bills to change the number of 
members in house and senate; bills 
affecting the fees of county officers; 


pills to abolish and consolidate the 


offices of tax receiver and tax col- 
lector; bills providing for bond is- 
sues, and many other questions, in- 
cluding the vital one of tax reform 
in the state. Surely, with so many 
amendments clamoring for addition 
to the constitution, the wisest and 
best course would be a careful re- 
vision of that basic document in the 
state’s autonomy, made by a care- 
fully-selected group of the best 
minds in the state. 

Representative Jones’ measure 
lays a safe foundation for the for- 
mation of such a convention, in that 
it makes all members of congress, 
judges of the court of appeals and 
justices of the supreme court, ex- 
governors and others’ ex-officio 
with 
full power to vote. This provision 
assures a foundation at least, free

It would, in all probability, settle 
the majority of the ‘questions now 
perplexing our people, 
which must be settled if the state is 
to advance, but questions which are 
now used, mainly, as political foot- 
balls.

And Battered by Slashing 
Attack of Georgia Negro

A slashing, ripping, tearing fury. 
called Tiger Flowers, of Georgia, last 
night at the Auditorium turned the 
face of Lee Anderson, New York, 
claimant of the world’s negro light 
heavyweight championship, into a 
misshapen, gory mass and then was 
robbed of a fair-fight decision by re- 
peated fouls by Anderson. 

The fight became two battles, when 
in the sixth round’ Bill Kaliska, 
referee, raised the, Tiger’s hand to 
signify his victory on a foul, and the 
Tiger refused to take it. That of- 
ficially ended the fight, boxing com- 
mission members declared afterwards, 
but it was not until the eleventh 
round that Flowers was hurt by An- 
derson’s foul blows and, accepted 2 
win on fouls. Flowers. weiched 165 
pounds, while Anderson Wealed 178 

Anderson will carry Back to New 
York with him a story of losing 0” 
fouls that will sound much better than 
a yarn of being blinded in one eye, 
then in both and finally beaten to 2 
pulp by Flowers, but the crowd that 
saw the slaughter, by its hisses and 
jeering, bestowed on Anderson the 
well-earned title of champion fouler 
of the world. 

Anderson Loses Teeth. 


The fouling began in the second 
round just after the Tiger split An- 
derson’s right eye wide open anf. 
started battering on the left. It erd- 
ed only when. the hammering ended 
in the eleventh round of the schedulea 
12-round serap. When it did end, 
there was evidence in the form of sev- 
eral teeth and something that closely 
resembled a piece of gory wishbone 
in Anderson's corner to back up ev- 
denee of the damage furnished by the 
appearance of his face. 


e 

Flowers was everywhere. His speed 
seemed to have doubled since he 
fought and won a_ decision over 
George Robinson, the Boston negro, 
here late in April. After the sec- 
cnd round, Anderson couldn’t find 
the flash that was Flowers. He 
swung so hard be unbalanced him- 
self. The few times he did connect, 
his sodden gloves found a surface 
that was moving so fast they glance] 
off. ' 
In the short fighting, Flowers hit 
three, four and five times where an 
other battler wou'd have landed may- 
be twice. Both his right and his 
left were jagge| battering rams that 
tore the flesh and jarred Anderson's 
head. His hooks bent Anderson's 
thick neck so that the muscles looked 
as though they would burst through 
the skin. 

Needs Kavockout Punch. 

Tiger Flowers showed Jast night 
that when he develops the back mus- 
cles that give the knockout punch 
he will be one of the greatest fight- 
ers the world has seen. He has the 
speed, he uses bis head and he hits 
hard now. He tnocks out the sec 
ond-rater easily enough after wear- 
ing him down, Lut claimants of 
championships don’t wear down ao 
ensily and the punch alone counts. 
That’s what Flowers needs. 

The battlers split the first round, 
Anderson landing right swings and 
hooks to the -heuart and over the kid- 
ney that offset the terrible, batter- 
ing fire of Flowers’ right and left 
to his jaw and head.

PLAYING OVER A STROKE. 

From tinie to time situations that 
come up in matches where it would 
appear the fair thing to allow a play- 
er to play a stroke over are reported 
and rulings asked. There is no pro- 
vision in the rules for permitting 8 
player of his own volition to play Aa 
stroke over, regardless of any outside 
interference that may have taken 
place. The only time that a stroke 
ean be recalled is where a player 
plays when his opponent's hall is 
further from the hole, or when he 
plays from beyond the limits of the 
teeing ground.

The greatest number of ballots 
heretofore cast in a conventoin was 
in that of 1860, which nominated 
Douglas. ‘That convention began 
at Charleston, S..C., where 57 bal- 
lots were taken. It then ad- 
journed and reconvened in Balti- 
more, where two more ballots were 
taken—59 in :ll—and Douglas was 
nominated.

CAMPUSES AND NEW-FANGLED IDEAS ATTRACT SAGES 


To Study College Courses 


| Macon, Ga., July 3.—(Specia].)— 


Pa and Ma no longer settle into the 
quietude of their declining years 
when the family brood is reared and 
gone from the home nest, but betake 
themselves to the nearest college, 
where they substitute for the slate, 
pencil and blue-back speller of their 
youth the slide-rule, test tube and a 
copy of Shelley, Keats or Browning. 

Bearded patriarchs, kindly-faced 
grandmothers entering childishly into 
college doing and mothers who have 
cast their domestic cares behind 
them are flocking back to school for 
the summer months. Cities, towns 
and the country .give them up. Life 
in a college dormitory is substituted 
for the pleasures to be had at sum- 
mer resorts. 

And they delve into their work 
with far more ardor than the 16- 
year-olds, whom they sit beside if 
class, professors say. The new-fan- 
gled subjects often hold the aging 
students more rapt than the classics. 

A 72-year-old mother of ten chil- 
dren, all of whom are married, came 


to college last year. She had re- 
turned, she said, to fulfill a cher- 
ished ambition to learn to write. 

A gray-haired mother of 60 years 
is now enrolled to learn what <f En- 
clid she failed to get decades ago. 
Across the aisle from her sits a bab- 
haired miss of 15, just from high 
school. 

One mother, in registering, said 
that she and her daughter were al- 
ternating in furthering their educa- 
tion. The mother keeps the home 
during the school year while the 
daughter goes to college. During the 
summer, the mother goes to school 
while the daughter remains at home. 

Enrolled in the Mercer university 
summer school now are two 60-year- 
old students, three others over 50 and 
ten others over 40.

'GREAT CATHEDRAL 


Gospel of Optimism 
Needed b y Farmers 
Rather Than Money 


Madison, Wis., July 3.—Rehabili- 
tation of farms and rural communi- 
ties by preaching the gospel of hope 
and optimism rather than by handing 
the farmers large sums of money 
through congressional action was 
urged by the Rev. F. W. Jones, of 
Raymond, Miss., at the natiogal in- 
ter-church conference today. 

The aim of the inter-church move- 

ment is to make ministers seven-day 
members of their communities rather 
than Sunday preachers, he said. 
i “The church must carry on a na- 
tional movement to rehabilitate the 
farm and to stop migration to the 
cities,” the Rev. Jones said. “To 
accomplish this, the ministers an: 
clergy must better understand the 
farmers’ problems and outlook. They 
must get the farmer's viewpoint and 
work from it. 

“The church can put the farmer 
back on his feet through preaching 
the gospel of hope and optimism 
rather than despair, and by pointing 
out to him the advantages of coun- 
try life. It can give him the courage 
to weather a bad year or two for 
the sake of God in the long run. 

“Saving the farmer money as pro- 
posed by, recent congressional meas- 
ures wil] not solve the farmers’ ills. 
We must develop a gospel of hope 
and courage. To do this, the clerg 
must become seven-day members of 
their communities rather than Sun- 
day preachers.” 

He declared there is a reaction 
among the farmers and rural] people 
against the city movement. 

“There is going to be a rush back 
to. the farm before long,” he pre. 
dicted. “The signs of the times clear. 
ly indicate this, Meantime, we in- 
tend to make the farm a good place 
to come back to.” . 

The conference will recess tomor- 
row.
